While the sale of liquors is being pro- 
hibited in an increasing number of mu- 
nicipalities under loval option by-laws, 
itis also true that in many communi- 
ties prohibition is not practicable, Con- 
ditions are not favorable. Public opin- 
ion, the power behind the throne,in the 
democracy, is not ready forit. And in 


‘policy is State control. The entire sale 
of intoxicating liquors for all purposes 
should be taken out of hotels and out of 
drug stores, and should be carried on in 
a small number of special stores by com- 
petent officials having no personal inter- 
est in the business and not under temp- 
tation either to adulterate the liquors 
or to violate the regulations as to sale. 

Such a policy would, one can readily 
see, be vastly better than the present 
license system, with its incitements to 
the greed and cupidity of the seller and 
to the treating custom on the part of the 
patrons of the bar. The objections from 
experiences in Scandinavia and inSouth 
Carolina have no bearing on the situa- 
tion in Ontario, and it is open to the 
Provincial authorities to make an ex- 
periment under conditions which are 
unique and which in the hands of hon- 
est and capable men would not fail. 

* * * * * 
Whatever force there may be in ob- 
jections to the policy of State control 
from the standpoint of effectiveness— 
and we have no instance of experiment 
elsewhere under Ontario conditions for 
our guidance—there is no ferce in the 
objection based on aversion to Govern- 
ment complicity in the liquor traffic. 
The Scam lcity: under the license 
system is even more objectionable, for 
it carries with it Goyernment responsi- 
bility, with no adequate Government 
control. Give the Government full 
ower and exact from the Government 
ull responsibility, and the will of the 
people can be enforced as it can never 
be enforced under the present system.

A FLOATING SNAIL. 


Peculior Ways of This Wonderful Lit- 
tle Creature. 


There Is a small suail which Is so 
fond of the sea that It never comes to 
land, and It buflds such a capital boat 
for itself and Its egus that while large 
ships are sinking id steamers are One 
able to face the storm ft tosses about 
in perfect safety. 

The little snail ig of a violet color 


and is therefore called tanthina, It 
has a small shell, and there projects 
from the upper part of the body a long, 
tonguelike plece of flesh, This Is the 
raft, and it is built upon most selen- 
tiie principles, for it has conpart- 
ments In it for alr. It fs broad and 
the alr compartinents are underneath, 
so that ft cannot capsize. 

Moreover, the snail knows how to 
stow away its cargo, for the oldest 
eggs and those which hateh the soon- 
est are placetl In the center and the 
lightest aud newest on the sides of the 
raft. The fanthina fills its own air 
compartments by getting a globule of 
alr underneath its head. ‘The body ts, 
then curved downwurd beneath the 
raft, and, the head being tilted on one 
side, the air rushes up and fills the 
spaces, It feeds on a beautiful litte 
jellyfish, which has a flat, 
form with a pretty little sail npon it, 
and they congregate in multitudes 
when the sea fs calm. 

Sometimes specimens are washed 
upon the northwestern coast of Irance, 
and when they are handled they give 
out a violet dye. 


LIQUOR IN NORWAY. 


Laws by Which the Sale of intoxicants 
Is Controlled. 7 

The Samlag system in Norway gives 
power to municipalities to grant all 
the retail spirit licenses which it deems 
necessary to a company which would 
bind itself to carry on the traflic in the 
interests of the community, with a 
fixed annual return of not more than 
5 per cent on its paid up capital. In 
establishing the system the question 
of compensation does not appear to 
have presented much difficulty, When 
the Samlag was introduced two kinds 
of licenses were in existence—first, 
those granted annually or for a term 
not exceeding five years, and, second, 
privileged licenses, granted for the life 
of the licensee. In the case of the first 
no compensation whatever was paid to 
those dispossessed of their licenses. 
In regard to the latter compensation 
was granted in the form of an annuity 
equal to the average yearly profits for 
the three years preceding the suppres- 
sion of the license. 

With these provisions the aims and 
principles of the Samlag are summa- 
rized as follows: The elimination of 
private profit and securing the monop- 
oly value for the public, insuring high- 
est quality of liquors sold, the reduc- 
tion of the number of licenses, the 
easy enforcement of the law, the de- 
struction of the power of the spirit 
trade and the furtherance of all pro- 
gressive measures of reform. — New 
York Herald. y

It will insist that every member of}, 
the teaching profession who enters a} | 
training college which receives State 
grants shall sign an undertaking nol to 
withdraw until after a term of years, 
In the case of men the time will he 
seven years, and in that of women five 
years. This undertaking will be in the 
nature of a legal bond, and for every 
twelve months which a teacher does not 
serve a penally will be enforced. ‘The 
penally has not yet been finally settled, 
but will probably be £20. 


It is felt that under the existing ar- 
rangement funds are often wasted upon 
the training of women teachers, many 


of whom leave their positions soon after 
becoming fully qualified in order to 
marry. 

"The new regulations may keep g'ris 
away from the professlon, but I do not 


imagine it will have a great effect in 
this direction,” the head of a training}

Watch Jewels. 

Bach watch jewel is shaped to a cir- 
cle and bored through the center, each 
boring being just a little less than the 
diameter of the pinion used in the fac- 
tory where it is finally to be placed in 
the upper or lower plate of a watch. 

Before the jewel gets to the setter it 
has been put into a lathe and by means 
of a minute steel point covered with 
diamond dust and oil the center has 
been enlarged to fit the steel pinions 
which shall be housed in it. In the 
hands of the setter the cylinder is put 
into a lathe. With a moistened finger 
the jewel is picked up and placed in- 
side the cylinder as it rests on the tip 
of the reyolying lathe shaft. With a 
pointed tool the setter presses against 
the reyolying cylinder edge, forcing the 
soft metal to oyerlap and close upon 
the sapphire or ruby till it is imbedded 
firmly in the metal cushion. Then a 
pressure upon a follower at the other 
end of the lathe brings a cutter to 
bear upon the metal circumference,

But it is over- 
powered by the light of the crater it- 
self, which has a violet tinge due to the 
Incandescence of solid particles of car- 
bon. The are of Iight extended from 
one electrode to the other also has an 
axis of violet color which is Its most 
brilliant part. The fact that most of 
the luminosity comes from the crater 
explains the reason why the light does 
not appear equal In all directions, It 
is brightest from that point of yilew 
which shows the largest portion of the 
erater, 

An interesting effect js often noticed 
when flies or other insects tlutter about 
an are light. Their shadows-cast on a 
neighboring wall appear gigantic. The 
reason is that the light of the crater 
is concentrated in a point smaller than 
the bodies of the insects, and the bound- 
aries of the shadows consequently 
widen with increase of distance.

Under the Rose. 

Sub rosa means literally “under the 
rose.” The phrase dates from 477 
B. C., when Pausanias, the commander 
of the confederated fleet of Spartans 
and Athenians, was engaged in an in- 
trigue with Xerxes to betray Greece 
to the Persian ruler and to obtain in 
marriage the hand of the monarch’s 
daughter. The negotiations were car- 
ried on under a roof which was coy- 
ered with roses and were matured lit- 
erally “under the rose.”  Pausanias, 
however, was betrayed and to escape 
arrest fled to the temple of Minerya. 
The sanetity of this place forbidding 
intrusion for violence of any kind, the 
people walled up the edifice with 
stones and left the fugitive to die of 
staryation, His own mother laid the 
first stone. It afterward became a 
‘custom among the Athenians to wear 
a rose when they had confidential 
compliments to make, the flower im- 
plying strict secrecy. It was also cus- 
tomary among the ancient Germans 
on the occasions of festiyity to sus- 
pend a rose above the fable as a token 
that whatever was said during the 
feast should be kept secret among 
themselyes. In 1526 a rose was placed 
over confessionals in Roman Catholic 
churches, 


Animal History. 

There are many points of likeness 
between a world view of animal his- 
tory and of human histony. During 
the long ages preceding our own the 
continents for certain periods were like 
yast islands entirely isolated from 
neighboring continents by the seas. 
This was the condition of Africa in the 
period unearthed by recent explora- 
tions. These longer or shorter isola- 
tions explain the marvelous diversity 
of mammalian life, because each grant 
land mass became a separate breeding 
place under different conditions, and 
wheneyer the land rose from the 
sea long enough to form connecting 
bridges, such as those across the Medi- 
terranean or along the Arctie seas or 
across the isthmus of Panama, the ont- 
mals gradually extended their ranges 
from continent to continent exactly 
after the manner of the prehistoric and 
historic races of men. Thus were ini- 
tiated vast interchanges, struggles and 
competitions which have worked quite 
ais profound influence upon the past 
and present history of animal life as 
the interchanges of human races have 
worked upon the history of man.— 
Henry Fairfield Osborn in Century.

Many Square Miles Set Apart by the 
Western Provinces. 

By the “Dominion Forest MReserve 
Act,” of 1906, a number of tracts of 
wooded country throughout Manitohsa, 
Siskatchewan and Alberta wero sel 
fside as permanent forest reserves Ol 
these & number had previously been set 
Aside by order-in-council; the areas of 
some were, however, lessened, while a 
few new ones were added, The total 
areas now so reserved in tho different 
provinces are as follows Manitoba, 
2.575 square miles; Seskatchewan, 740 
square miles; Alberta, 186 square miles; 


British Columbia, 890 square miles. 

In Manitoba. there have been set 
opart six reserves. The largest of these 
ts the Riding Mountain Forest Reserve, 
wilh an area of 1535 square miles. A 
short distance to the north is the Duck 
Mountain Forest Reserve, comprising 
some 1250 square miles; and to the 
northwest of this reserve ls Porcupine 
Torest Reserve No. 1, with an area of 
nearly 325 square miles. West of Lake 
Manitoba is the Lake Manitoba West 
Forest Reserve, the area of which is 
nearly 250 square miles, Part of the 
area covered by the Turtle Mountains 
is included in the Turtle Mountain Re- 


serve, with an area of nearly 110 squace 
Imifes, A part of the sand-hill countey 
south-east of Brandon has also been set 
&partasa forest reserve, and within this 
experimental work in forest planting 
has been done; the area of the Spruce- 
woods Forest Reserve, as il is called, is 
110 square miles, 

In Saskatchewan there are four re- 
Serves, Of these Porcupine Reserve No. 
2, the largest, adjoins Porcupine Reserve 
No, 1; it has an area of 360 square miles. 
In the Moose Mounta'n district, north 
of Arcola, the Moose Mountain Forest 
Reserve, of some 160 Square miles in 
area, has been created. The Beaver 
Hills Borest Reserve, in the Beaver 
Hills, west of Yorkton, covers two town- 
Ships (Ranges 9 and 10, Township 26); 
area, 72 square miles. Soulth-cast of 
Prince Albert is “fhe Pines” Forest Re- 
Serve, covering 145 square miles, 

In Alberta there are bul three reserves, 
The largest is the Cooking Lake Forest 
Reserve, east of Edmonton; ils area is 
114 square miles. Right down in the 
south-east corner of the province, hay- 
ing the International Boundary as its 
southern limit, while its western limit 
is three miles east of the fifth Meridian 
a township and a half of land has been 
formed into the Kootenay Lakes Forest 
Reserve. Anoiher small reserye, the 
Cypress Hills Forest Reserve, consists 
¢f half a township (the south half ef 
Township 8, Range 3, west of the fourth 
Meridian). 

All the forest reserves in British Co- 
Tumbia are within the railway belt, ie. 
the strip of counlry twenty miles on 
each side of the C. P. R., ceded by the 
province to the Dominion.

It was entirely against the 
customs of the government, but rules 
did not go for much in those days. 
Results were the chief things, and 
Major Cooper sent word to them that 
if they wanted a fight he would risk 
accommodating them. A date was set 
and early in the morning they rode to- 
ward the ageney, fully armed, “Major 
Cooper was out to meet them, and the 
rest of the tribe, the potential hostiles, 
were gathered on the hills to see fair 
play. The agent rode out into the 
open and slipped off his horse, using it 
for cover and shooting across the sad- 
dle. j 

The two young Indians galloped up 
to within shooting distance and com- 
menced circling. hanging on the off 
side of their ponies and shooting un- 
der their necks and across their heads. 
The tacit understanding was that if 
they were killed jt was all right, but 
if they got the agent they would pull 
out into the hills and wait for some 
other challenger. ‘Lhe fight did not 
last long. Cooper had a heavy buf- 
falo gun and killed one Indian, shoot- 
ing him through the body of his horse. 
The other kept on circling, and several 
shots were exchanged till the Indian 
was shot through the body, Me knew 
it would be all up with him in a few 
minutes and charged, shooting as he 
eame. But the agent's luck held good, 
and he was dropped within fifty yards. 
The law was satisfied, “and (he agent 
was able to report officially to Wash- 
ington that the Indians had been ex- 
ecuted,

The World's Gypsies. 

The gypsies have passed under a yva- 
riety of names, arising either from 
thelr supposed original country or the 
callings and characteristics of the race, 
The old HWnglish Bgyptian, the Span- 
ish Gitana and the Magyar Pharas 
nepek (Pharaoh's people) all point to 
an Egyptian origin. The Scandinavian 
Tatare identifies them with the Mon- 
follan hordes which terrorized early 
Europe, while the French Bohemian 
Suggests yet angther country as their 
cradle, 

As to the names bestowed by their 
Supposed character, the Arab boldly 
calls them harami (a villain), the 
Dutchman heydens, or heathens, and 
the Persian takes his name from their 
complexion and dubs them karachl, or 
swarthy. A charter of William the 
Lion, as early as the twelfth century, 
mentions their Scotch of tin- 
klers, which is commonly supposed to 
be a corruption of tinker, although pos- 
sibly the substitution of “t” f 
has produced this form of the Ita 
Zingaro, one of the most widespread 
of gypsy appellations.—London Chron- 
icle.

THE COW’S HORN. 


Various Ways In Which It Is Made 
Useful by Man. 

' Have you any conception of how use- 
ful that horn is to us? Scientifically it 
is known as a combination of phos- 
phate of lime, gelatin and albumen, 
and, like all nature’s products, the in- 
gredients are in the right proportion 
to make the article useful to man as 
Well as to the animal that bears it. 

The lime makes the horn hard, but 
there is just enongh lime to make it 
hard without niaking it brittle, and 
there is just enough gelatin to make 
the horn easy to cut and shape. | The 
eore of the fen is bone, and to get 
that out the Worn ts soaked in water 
for seyeral weeks. When the core is 
taken out ®% is ground up and ‘made 
into crucibes which are used for melt- 
ing gold and sifver in. 

The outer end of the horn is hard 
and solid, and that is used for making 
knife handles and other things. The 
hollow peét of the horn is soaked for 
half an hour or so in boiling water, 
when it becomes soft and may easily 

e split with a knife. 

‘It is then spread out flat and put 
between iron plates. There was a 
time when these horn plates were 
made very thin by hard pressure and 
used In windows and lanterns as we 


pow use glass. They may be) made 


quite translucent, 

When the horn is heated it may be 
molded into almost any desired form. 
That is the way knife handles, but- 
tons and other articles are made.

Professor Skeat on the Proper Pronun- 
ciation of the Word, 


Instead of trusting to ensual obsery- 
ers, It is far better to understand the 
principles that govern our pronuncla- 
tion, There is one principle in par- 
tlenlar which, rightly considered, gives 


US A good donl of help in the instance 
Under consideration, 


In my “Primer of English Etymol- 
ogy” I give some simple rules of ac- 
centuation. Rule 1 is as follows: 

“When the length of a word is aug- 
mented nn original long vowel is apt 
to-be shortened by the accentual stress 
falling upon it.” Such augmentation 
is due to the formation of a derivative. 


An easy example is seen In the case 
of cone, pronounced with a long “o,” 
for if we form a derivative by adding 
the suffix “ic” the result is conic, with 
a short ‘‘o,” 

There is a general principle that af- 
fects the whole language and sets up 
a standard habit. By way of Iillustra- 
tion, compare bile with billous, crime 
with criminal, brake and bracken, dine 
and dinner, mine and mineral, coal and 
collier and perhaps at least seventy 
more. A remarkable instance is seen 
In collie, which is merely a new pro- 
nunciation of coaly. Certain dogs 
were once called coaly dogs because 
of their coal black markings. An ex- 
tension of the same principle may be 
made in comparing the dissyllabic 
forms agent and cogent with the allied 
trysyllables agitate and cogitate. 

When once such a principle has be- 
come general it is obvious that a word 
like pageant will be influenced by the 
very large number of dissyllables that 
have the former yowel short, and this 
is why the truly normal pronunciation 
of the word resembles the ‘fa” in Paget. 
I do not certainly know the origin of 
that name, but I suppose it is merely 
the diminutive of page, in which the 
“a” is shortened as a matter of course 
simply because the diminutive “et” has 
been added. 

The pronunciation of primer has of- 
ten been discussed, and many are they 
who think that they clinch the matter 
by saying that the “i” in the Latin 
primus is-long, for that proves noth- 
ing at all as regards modern English, 
and those who have studied our pe- 
culiar ways with the closest attention 
are well aware that the normal way 
is, after all, to pronounce it as if it 
were spelled primmer. We do not 
therefore spell it with a double “m,” be- 
cause that is not our system. We write 
tonic and conic and mimic in order to 
show their connection with tone and 
cone and mime, and we trust that the 
unfortunate reader, after he has thus 
had the etymology explained to him, 
will provide the pronunciation for him- 
self. Such a word as pageant may be 
usefully compared with magic and 
tropic and agitate——London Academy.

‘The 
overwhelming sensation induced by 
Stage fright had attacked his heart, 
and his theatrical career ended thus 
even at its beginning, 

Quite as ghastly was the case of the 
young amateur actress who, strangely 
enough, had neyer experienced stage 
fright when playing with her fellow 
amateurs, but who was Selzed with the 
attack on making her first professioyal 
appearance. She Went through the 
Scene aided by the Prompter, her eyes 
glazed, her hands rigid, and when the 
exit came it proved her exit from life's 
stage as well as the mimic boards, for 
she staggered to her dressing room and 
fell into a comatose State, from which 
she never recovered, 

Perhaps, however, the most pecullar 
instance of all was that of the veteran 
performer who had gone through thirty 
years of stage work without experienc- 
ing this malady. One night, howeyer, 
he confided to a fellow player that a 
quite unaccountable nervousness had 
suddenly taken hold of him and that he 
did not think he could ever act again, 

His comrade laughed at the notion 
and urged him to go on, as usual, but 
his astonishment may well be conceiy- 
ed when the poor old player went on 
the stage and, after making several 
vain efforts to Speak, fell back and ex- 
pired. The doctor who made the post- 
mortem Poneto Stated that death 
was due fo failure of the heart’s action, 
evidently induced by the presence of 
an attack of stage fright.

TYBURN TREE. 


Lord Ferrers’ Tragic Journey to the 
Famous Old Gallows. = 

Park lane was Tyburn lane, and it 
Seems as if the gallows—described in 
an-old document as moyable—at one 
time stood at its east corner. It was 
there the ferocious Lord Ferrers was 
hung in 1760 for murdering his Sery- 
ant. Horace Walpole’s words paint 
the picture well: “He shamed heroes. 
He bore the solemnity of a pompous 
and tedious procession of above two 
hours from the Tower to Tyburn with 
as much tranquillity us if he were only 
going to his own burial, not to his own 
execution.” And when one of the 
dragoons of the procession was thrown 
from his horse Lord Ferrers expressed 
much concern and said, “I hope there 
will be no death today but mine.” 

On went the procession, with a mob 
about it sufficient to make its progress 
slow and laborious. Small wonder that 
the age of Thackeray, with Thack- 
eray’s help, set up its scaffolds within 
four high walls. Asking for drink, 
Lord Ferrers was refused, for, said the 
sheriff, late regulations enjoined him 
not to let prisoners drink while pass- 
ing from the place of imprisonment to 
that of execution, great indecencies 
haying been committed by the drunk- 
enness of the criminals in the hour of 
execution. “And though,” said he, “my 
lord, I might think myself excusable 
in overlooking this order out of regard 
to your lordship’s rank, yet there is an- 
other reason, which, I am sure, will 
weigh with you—your lordship is sen- 
sible of the greatness of the crowd; 
we must draw up at some tayern; the 
confluence would be so great that it 
would delay the expedition which 
your lordship seems so much to de- 
sire.” But decency—so often paraded 
by those who outrage it—ended with 
the murderer’s death. ‘The execution- 
ers fought for the rope, apd the one 
who lost it cried—the greatest tragedy, 
to his thinking, of the day!”—London 
Sketch. =

The Epistle to the Romans.—Tho ori- 
gin of the Christian Church at Rome is 
not positively known. It was probably 
nat founded by any of the apostles, bul 
by Jewish Christians who came from 
Asia Minor or Palestine to the Roman 
capital. At the timo of Paul's writing 
his epistle fo (he Roman church this was 
already well established, consisting of 
a mixed Jewish and Gentile membership. 
Tho time and place ¢f the writing of the 
epistie are more easily determined {han 
in the case of some of the other New 
Testament books. Paul is writing from 
Corinth, and intrusts the hearing of the 
epistle to ils destiny to one Phoebe; an 
active member of the church at Cench- 
ree, tho harbor section of Corinth. The 
hcuse in which Paul at this time is stay- 
ing is the meeting plece of the Corinth- 
jail church, and belongs to Gaius (Ikom. 
16 23; 1 Cor. 1. 14). One Erastus, des- 
cribed as the “eeconomus,” or treasurer. 
of the city, also sends greelings through 
Paul to friends at Rome. The mention 
af these names and other similar definite 
indications point to the time of Paul's 
visit to Corinth mentioned in Acts 20. 2 
and 3, which, according to the most 
orobable reckoning, occurred early in 
A.D, 58. The occasion for Paul's writ- 
ing, aS explained in the introducticn to 
the epistie itself (Rom. 1. 1-15), was an 
intense desire on the part of Paul to 
come into communication with the 
Christian Church in the imperial city, 
and if possible to visit. that church 1soon 
«nd preach the glorious gospel of sal- 
vation al Rome also, The purpose un- 
derlying the wriling of this particular 
kind of a letter is not so evident. 
Doubtless, a providential reason is to 
be laken into acccunt. It was part of 
Gods plan that such a letter should be 
written for the admonition of Chris- 
lians in after years. But in all proba- 
bility there was a more immediate rea- 
san also, The apostie Paul certainly 
must have had some real knowledge of 
the character and needs of the Roman 
churchy»whose faith had “been already 
“nroclaimed throughout the — whole 
werld.” Hoe longs to conlribule.some- 
thing to the spiritual upbuilding of this 
faithful company of disciples, and to Jead 
them inte a deeper knowledge of spiri- 
tual truths and Christian experience. 
H» is planning a visit to Jerusalem, and 
is not optimistic concerning the oul- 
come of that visit as it relates to his 
personal safety; and he is therefore anx- 
ious to put into wriling some conclu- 
sions which are tho maturer spiritual 
fruitage cf years of personal experience 
in the Christian life. His wonderful con- 
version and the power of Christ mani- 
fest in his own life, and in the lives of 
others about hin, forms the back- 
grcund of his message and gives color 
and direction to his argument in which 
he seeks, as it were, to intellectualize 
and rationally account for the life of 
righteousness which is lived by faith. 
The first main portion ef his epistle (1. 
16-11. 36) is, therefore, a doctrinal dis- 
cussion of the great theme announced in 


verse 17 of the first chapter in the 
words, “The righteous shall live by 
faith.’ Following this larger doctrinal 


section, the apostle devotes a briefer per- 
tion of his lelter to words of practical 
exhortation (12. 1—15. 13) touching the 
manner in which the Christian disciple 
is to adjust his relations to his fellow 
man and to the werld and still live the 
Christian life. The clasing verses of the 
letter (15.14—16. 27) are of a personal 
nature and contain grectings to various 
persons, & brief postscript, a benediction 
and a doxology. 


Verse 12. The verses selected as the

products from 1868 to the year 1906. 


Treating of butter production, it is 
pointed out that is 1868 the total amount 


produced was 10,649,733 pounds, whic 
in 1906 reached 84.031,515 pounds. 


The value of butter produced in 1868 
was placed at $4,698,042, and in 1906 it 


had advanced to $7,075,539. 
The number of pounds of cheese mad 


in 1868 in Canada was 6,141,570 pounds, 
while in 1906 the large yolume of 215,- 


834,543 was the total. ‘ 
The returns from the export of chees 


in 1868 were $630,548, while in 1906 they 
had advanced to thealmost phenomenal 


‘sum of $24,433,169. 
The amount of cheese sent to Grea 


Britain in 1868 returned in cash $548,574, 
while in 1906 it brought into the pockets 


of Canadians $24,800,908. 
The above figures will give an accur.

The seven 
text books will be of superior quality 
and material, and the cost to the stu- 
dents will be reduced by 60 per cent.
